S TARA V2 the ſame Our Royall pꝛouidente, foz the weale and Honour of that our 
[COS <> Pnipcrill City, hath pꝛoduted good effects, and molt men (clpecially per- 
ſons ofbeſt ranke andqualitie, in, and abont the ſaid Citi) haue readilv ſubmitted to Our vancely 
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directions: Neuertheleſle, becauſe ſome others, in, and about the ſaid Citie, haue endeauoured to 
withſtand and croſſe fo honourable a deſigne ; We haue thought fit eftſooncs to publiſh and de- 
clare Our conſtant reſolution, That Our fozmer direttions, giuen by Our laid Pꝛotlamations and 
Commiſſions, ſhall from heutefooꝛth as heretofoze , bee duely obſcrucd, and put in exact execution. 
And therkoꝛe We do hereby fozewarne all perſons, of whatſocucr eſtate degree, 02 condition they be, 
whom the ſame map any way concerne , That they doe yceld all dutifull obediente thereto, vpon 
paine of Our indignation, and high diſpleaſure, c ſuch further paines, penalties, and ſeuere punifhh- 
ments. as in the ſaid Pꝛoclamations are tonteined, we beeing fully rcſolucd, to tall allſuch, as haue. 
oꝛ ſhall offend therein, to ſtrict accompt; Any koꝛmer fozbearance,02 conniuente of any Our Officers 
92 miniſters truſted therein, not withſtanding. And to the intent Our pleaſure in this behalfe may 
take the better effect, wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, not onely the Maioz and She⸗ 
riffes of the city of London, and all and ſinguler Juſtices of peace, and other Officers, within the ex- 
tent of Our foꝛmer Pꝛoclamations and Commiſſion, to execute and perfoꝛme all and eut ry thing, 
which by the ſayd foꝛmer Pꝛotlamations they are commanded to doe, but alſo all, and cuerythe Al- 
dermen of the leuerall Wards, within the laid city of London, and their Deputies, That they, and eue- 
ry of them, in their reſpectiue ards and Pꝛetincts, doe diligently obſerue, and enquire out all of- 
fences, which are, oꝛ (hall becommitted, contrarte to the laid foziner Pꝛotlamations, and cither take 
pꝛeſeut oꝛder foꝛ the ſpeedie refoꝛmation and amendment thereof, oꝛ in caſe of refuſall, oꝛ wilfull neg⸗ 
lect, after ſuch oꝛder, oꝛ due monition giuen, to tertiſie the ſame, either to the Loꝛds of Our Pꝛiuie 
Councell, oꝛ to Our Commiſſioners koꝛ Buildings, foꝛ further tourſe to be taken, foꝛ refoꝛmation of 
the offence, and puniſhment of the delinquents, as totuſtice ſhall appertaine, vpon paine, that the 
laid Aldermen and their Deputies being remiſſe, ſhall inturre Our indignation, and ſuch ſeuere pu⸗ 
niſh ment, as the neglect of this Our Royall commandement ſhall deſerue. 
Giuen at Our Court at Theobalds the fourteenth day of Tuly, in the two and twentieth yeere of Our
